O more significant evidence of woman’s increasing independence is 
afforded than the changed attitude with which the law regards her 
status after marriage. To realize the radical reform that has been 
effected in this regard during the last fifty years we have only to re¬ 
call the "marriage protest” of Lucy Stone, the famous advocate of equal 
suffrage. Upon her marriage in 1855 to Henry B. Blackwell, both she and 
Iici husband signed a "protest” against “such of the present laws of marriage 
as refuse to recognize the wife as an independent, rational being, while they 
confer .upon the husband an Injurious and unnatural superiority, investing 
dm " 1th legal powers which no honorable man would exercise, and which 
no man should possess.” Among tlie laws protested against were those giv¬ 
ing the husband the exclusive control and guardianship of*the children; the 
sole ownership of tlie wife’s personal estate and tlie use of her real estate, 
unless previously placed in the hands of trustees; the absolute right to the 
product of the wife’s industry, and. finally, protest was made against “ the 
wliolt* system by which the legal existence of the wife is suspended during 
marriage, so that she neither has a legal part in the choice of her residence 
l.oi i,in sliC' make a will, lior sue or be sued in her own name, nor inherit 
property.” Then tlie newly married couple cited tills as their creed: 

\S e believe that personal independence and equal human rights can never 
lie foifeited except for crime; that marriage should he an equal and perma-

It is gratifying to observe how. during the last Half century, the various 
unfair discriminations which were the objects of Lucy Stone’s “marriage pro¬ 
test" have been removed from the statute books and laws substituted which 
embody the long-looked-for justice. Different States have special laws, hut 
throughout tlie country tlie principle holds good that a married woman, 
without the consent of her husband, may receive, hold and manage property 
and sell or bequeath it, as she sees tit.

A Long-standing Proposition. 

Proposals to pierce the Isthmus of ( 
Panama are almost as old its its dis 
cowry. Cortez had a route surveyed 
and from the days of the explorer 
down to our time the idea has been 
kept alive.

The United 
States objected to the building of the 
canal except by an independent com¬ 
pany, and accordingly the Universal 
Intel-oceanic Canal Company undertook ( 
the enterprise, and de l.esseps was em¬ 
powered to proceed. 

From the seeds sown In that con- ! 
vention. what a harvest of corruption 1 
was there! For fifteen years the work 1 
proceeded, the stockholders having ev¬ 
ery confidence in De Lesseps and his 
contractors, and the latter enriching 
themselves at the expense of that 
trust. When at last there came, in 
1802, the revelation of what had tieen 
done, the world was amazed. Over 
$260,000,000 had been sunk in the proj¬ 
ect, but only a small part had been 
actually expended In the work. Most 
of it had been spent in France, to In¬ 
fluence public opinion.

OVERSTRAINED YOUTH. 

Bxpert* Say that Germany’s Cominer 
c at Rise Has Been at Great Cost. 

Prussian military authorities are be¬ 
coming alarmed at what they term the 
degeneration of the German youth. In 
countries like Germany, where a term 
of military service is required of every 
able man, the examinations for army 
fitness are pretty apt to indicate the 
true state of the nation's health, and 
when seventeen out of every thousand 
applicants have weak hearts, it is no 
wonder that the authorities decide 
there is something wrong. 

Between the years 1881 and 1886 the 
annual average of persons with heart 
trouble was low, only 1.5 per thou¬ 
sand. and high-water mark was reach¬ 
ed in 1858, when the average was 
found to be 17.4. 

Perhaps the best opinion on the 
cause of this state of affairs is that 
offered by Dr. Strieker, an army sur¬ 
geon, who has given the matter care¬ 
ful study. He declares tlfllt overwork, 
irregular exercise, and immoderate 
and too early use of tobacco and intox¬ 
icants are responsible for much of the 
trouble. Another point to which the 
Doctor calls attention is the practice 
of putting children at work too early. 
As they often are required to toil be¬ 
yond their strength, the strain, with 
irregular hours of rest, results in prem¬ 
ature breakdowns, which, the Doctor 
is positive, have much to do with the 
general standard of health.—Washing¬ 
ton Post

In the Matter of Safety They Are Vast¬ 
ly Superior to Onro. 

It is the current belief that our 
American railroads are vastly superior 
to the ronds of every other country 
In the world, and so they are iu most 
respects, but not in all. Our baggage 
check system is a great convenience 
which foreign roads seem unaccount¬ 
ably slow to adopt, and we supply 
travelers with many comforts and con¬ 
veniences not to be found elsewhere. 
But in the very important element of 
safity English roads are much superior 
to our own. Recent statistics have been | 
published showing that scarcely a sin¬ 
gle fatality to employes occurred on 
the English roads last year, whereas 
the death list of railroad employes iu 
this country ran up into several thou 
sands. East railroad travel is attend¬ 
ed with more peril with us than in 
European countries. This is because 
our lines of rail are not defended as 
they are abroad. In England, for in¬ 
stance, the railroad is closely fenced or 
walled, and generally runs iu a sunk¬ 
en way or along an embankment.
